LONDON, May3.— ‘Fierce fighting occurred throughout the 
day from west of Queant to north of Fresnoy, four miles east of the 
village of Vimy,”’ said the official report froin British headquarters in 
France, issued tonight, This is on a front of about 12 miles, 

The e1iemy again employed large reserves of men and guns, and 
delivered repeated counter-attacks practically along the whole battle 
front. These hostile forces suffered heavily from our concentrated ar- 
tillery and machine gun fire, both while assembling prior to the at- 
tack and during the actual assault. 

“Tn the face of obstinate resistance our troops this morning 
penetrated a sector of the Hindenburg line west of Queant, and have 
maintained themselves there all day against constant and powerful 
counter attacks, 

‘Further progress was also made in the neighborhood of Cherisy 
astride the Arras-Cambrai bank of the Searpe, where the positions, 
which changed hands frequently and were defended with great de- 
termination, are now in our possession, 

On the left of the battle front we captured the village of Fres- 
noy and the enemy's positions south and north of Fresnoy, on a front 
of two miles. We also gained a footing in the enemy’s trench system 
north of Oppy. 

**Progress was made at other points, and the fighting continues. 

‘In addition to the enemy's severe losses in killed and wounded, 
we captured several hundreds of German prisoners. ”’

DAY ALONG 12 MILES OF BRITISH FRONT 


GALLANT FEAT 
IS PERFORMED 
BY CANADIANS 


This Was Accomplished by 
the Taking of 
Fresnoy 


RHENIJSH SOLDIERS 
OPPOSED CANADIANS 


While Some  Surrendered 
Quickly Others Fought 
Hard 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 
LONDON, May 3,—The taking 


of Fresnoy, which fell to the lot 
of the intrepid Canadians, who 
thus are shown to have pushed 
back the German line four miles 
since their gallant capture of the 
Vimy Ridge, gives them the honor 
of having cut their way through 
the famous Hindenburg line. 


CANADIAN HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, May 3 (by the Canadian 
Overseas correspondent),—Stories of 
prisoners and of our own wounded as 
to what occurred today m Fresnoy and 
the trenches which protected It, agree 
that the enemy who, as at Arleux, had 
taken over the defence only a few 
hours before the ussault, had largely 
sought shelter from the feuful shell 
fire to which he was subjected by 
descending into deep dugouts and the 
eellars of houses, Our infantry, fol- 
lowing closely behind the bursting 
shells of our barrage fire, reached the 
enemy's duyouts befor® he could em- 
erge. For the occupants of the dug- 
outs that meant either surrender ‘at 
once or a horrible death by bombing. 

Were Cut off by Canadians, 

Some of the Germans holding a 
trench to the north of Fresnoy did 
emerge and begin to fight. They 
speedily discovered that the Canadians 
after passing over the wire and trench 
system, had posted men between the 
front line trench and the enemy's sup- 
ports, cutting off the Germans in the 
front from all chance of securing help 
through reinforcement.

O. M. Biggar—Chancellor Mr. Justice Stuart Gives Interesting 
and Uplifting Talk, and President Tory Reviews Work of Year. 


The assembly hall in the main uni- 
versity building witnessed an interest- 
ing and impressive acene at three 
Thursday afternoon when at the 
seventh annual conyoeation of the 
University of Alberta degrees were 
conferred on thirty-five students of the 
institution and the award of scholar- 
ships, prizes and meduls were made, 
as part of Lhe program which brought 
together many of the most prominent 
men of the province and which was 
an occasion for inspiring addrosacs on 
the university's work in the fleld of 
education and the fleld of war. 

The report of President Tory, the 
convocation address by Major O, M. 
Biggar, and the Chancellor's address 
by Mr, Justice Stuart were themes 
eloquently dealt with by the speakers, 
the tine assembly hall being filled with 
people from the city and district, and 
students and (heir friends, all of 
whom faced most inclement and dis- 
agreeable wenther conditions in order 
to take part in the historic proceed- 


ings. 
The Academic Procession, 

The aendemic procession to the 
Stage of the assembly hall was headen 
by His Honor the Lieut, Governor and 
Chancellor, followed hy the members 
of the senate of the university aud the 


graduating class. lleavily bedecked 
in flowers was the stage, whereon 
were seated the Lieut, Governor, the 
Chancellor, ? dent Tory, Lfon 


Stewart, Principal TPyde, Principal 
Riddell, Major Biggar, Dy. Alexander 
ond Dean Howes. ‘The a wero 
conferred by the Chancellor with the 
exception of the Lieut. Covernor 
gold medal for the study of Shah 
peare, this being presented wo the win- 
ner, Norman A, Clark, by His Honor 
himself. uch reelpiont of a scholar- 
ship or prize was given a round 
hearty applause by the other rrad- 
vates 


Chancellor's Address, 

Particularly impressive was the ad- 
dress of Mr, Justice Stuart, The 
Chancellor referred to the occasion 
as beingthe third of its Kind at the 
university sites the tragedy of the 
great War fell upon the’ land, In 
solemn and heart-stirring words he 
paid a tribute to the memory of Lhose 
from the university whom they had 
at one time hoped to have seated in 
the graduating class hefore him, but 
who in offering up thelr gallant lives 
in France were come into degrees 
more lofty and lasting than any whien 
it was in the power of earthly instl- 
tutions to bestow. All were thinking, 
he felt sure, of the home men in the 
titanic struggle overseas, of these unt- 
vorsity students who we undergrad- 
uates now In & more terr 
than they had perhaps ever here coa- 
ceived, It was not hard to appreciate 
what difficulties the faculty had been 
forced to labor under during the year 
in the midst of such distractions, but 
he was proud of their spirit in cur 
ing on. “Wor the work must be cars 
ried on by us at home,” said 
Chancellor, “in order that thone 
follow after us may not suffer through 
our faltering. We mus: not forget 
that what we experience is but a pass- 
ing phase of life--there will he other 
graduation classes in each of the years 
to come, and other faculties and other 
senates, and though it may be hard to 
finance and see the work through 
such times as these we must do tt, for 
it must be done, The measure oF our 
stewardship and our devotion to duty 
will be judged thirty or forty years 
hence ,not today,” . 

Chancellor Stuart took the occasion ; 
to refer to the study of law, whic 
he regretted to say Was but gingerly 
touched unon as a subject of general 
instruction in the universities of to- 
Gav. No subject would more warrant 
the devotion of time and money, As 
the world is regulated by law, econ- 
omics ure effected by it, and distribu- 
tion of properties depends upon it, 50 
should its study become general, and 
it be essential that mankind should 
be educated in the law, The great 
struggle in Hurone was over the rule 
and rights of human law Tho war 
was called a battle between democ- 
racy and autocracy, but it might be 
termed as aptivy a struggle between 
the principle of individualism and that 
of state control While he would hoi 
venture an opinion as to which was 
finally best It was of the utmost im- 
portance that the people should be 
edueated to think and study on the 
Jegal principles at stake, 

Dr. Tory's Report 

In his report, which was also sub- 
mitted to the Chancellor ane members 
of the University Senate at a meeting 
during the forenoon, President Tory 
told of the satisfactory progress which 
had been made by the university with- 
in the year, although the student at- 
tendance had fallen off as a result of 
the war conditions. And in respect to 
the war the president was able to give 
some inspiring records. The honor 
roll carried approximately 290 names, 
in addition to whieh many men joined 
the university units under the noegis of 
the university, He was able also to 
report that in addition to appoint- 
yients in the British army no less than 
thirty-six men who enlisted as privates 
from the university have been ap- 
pointed to commissions. Ten men haye 
joined the Royal Flying Corps and the 


Military Cross has been awarded to 
Lieut, S. J. Davies and Lieut, W. BE. 
James, while Lieut. B, Loptson has 


been mentioned in the despatches. 
Only Twelve Out of 100 Left, 
pr. Tory in further re nee to the 
splendid response which has been 
made by University of Alberta men 
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to the war, reminded the audience 
that of the one hundred members of 
the class of ‘17 which had begun the 


course four years before but twelve 
remained to receive their degrees on 
this oceasion.

TEACHERS’ SALARIES AGAIN 
TO BE DISCUSSED BY BOARD 


Special Meeting of School Trustees 


To Be Held Next Thursday Even- 


ing—Religious Education Question Is Also To Be Taken 
Up Again in Near Future, the Board Decides 


That a special meeting should be 


ealled at the earliest opportunity after 
next week to decide on the matter of 
religious instruction in the public day 
schools. This sayas the resolution 
passed by the Public School Board at 
meeting last night, and decided 
upon after considerable discussion. 


It was also arranged (that on 
Thursday next a specrar meeting of 
the board should be ealled to go into! 
the question of teachers’ salaries, and 
eertain of the staff employed by the 
board, also the allocation of the re- 
ductions made in this year's estimate 
When the urd considered the ¢ 
mates for the year it was settled the 
reductions should he made in 
various departments, but when the re- 
ductions should actuaily be made was 
not finally decided ana tne matter has 
remained in abeyance since. 

Was Issue of Election, 

The subject of religious instruetion 
was brought up by Trustee Douglas, 
who remarked that it was a question 
that the Board had to deal with, as it 
Wis somewhat of an issue at the last 
election. 

A communication was read from C, 
Ih. Evans, agent for A, M, Thompson, 
the owner of property bordering and 
west of the Alex. Taylor school, com- 
prising 50-5-100ths acre of ground, 
and offering to seil it to the board at 
$30,000 for a clear title deed, 

This property is desirable to com 
plete the frontage of the school, but 
the board decided to answer that they 
could not entertain the offer at tho 
price, 

The board decided that they could 
not accede to the request for the use of 
McKay avenue school by the Alberta 
Dragoons, on the ground that train- 
ing of bodies of men in the building 
might be detrimental to the structure, 

Ask to be Relieved of Discount. 

An application was received from 
the two school nurses that their 
salaries should not @e¢ subject to the 
10 per cent. discount. The board 
granted an iner o- five per cent 
in the case of salaries received under 
the first and second year schedule, to

Superintendent's Report. 

School Superintendenr Carpenter re- 
ported the total enrolment at the 
schools for the month of April as 
709, Tle added: 

“There has heen a falling off in the 
attendance in the city schools for this 
month, apparently due to the annual 
exodus to the country. Exceptions to 
this will be found in a few schools, 
but the net decrease under that of the 
previous month is 151, while, as com- 
pared with the corresponding month 
last year, the increase is 426. Quite 
a large number of boys and girls have 
taken advantage of the special con- 
cessions granted by the department of 
education and are actively engaged in 
assisting to put in the spring crop, The 
Victoria High school reports a larger 
number of girls leaving than of boys, 
The examination of teachers taking the 
elementary senior arts course, under 
Supervisor Hughes, was held during 
the month, and fifty-five teachers ap- 
plied for standing, all of whom at- 
tained the standard and are entitled to 


the standing granted by the depart- 
mnent of education,” 

The medical officer, Dr, Dunn, stat 
ed that 1,017 inspections had been 


earried out during April, of which 171

as far out of reach of the public 
us conveniently possible. The 
minority report recommends that 
the publie simply go on handing 
out money to meet the deficit of 
the distressed companies, and 
leave the ownership where it is, 
Whatever the public may think of 
the majority report if is pretty 
certain that they will think less 
of the alternative, It may be taken 
that so far us public opinion goes 
we have come to the parting of 
the ways in railway matters; and 
that hereafter cither those who 
own the railways will have to find 
ihe money or else the people who 
provide the money will own the 
railways. dos 

Obvivusly the proposition to 
take over three large railway 
systems and link them with two 
publice-owned voads into a vast 
enterprise for whieh the publie 
have to become financially re- 
sponible, and then to undertake to 
run this system in competition 
with the C.P.R., is a somewhat 
large order, and one which will 
stand some thinking about, Off. 
hand expressions of iminature 
vpipions are only likely to ereate 
prejudices and pre-conceptions 
which would hinder a candid view 
of a question of tremendous im- 
portance. It may be assumed that 
our experience with Government- 
ownership of railways has not so 
enamoured the people of Canada 
with the theory that they will 
disregard the material facts, and 
the very possible consequences, 
involved in’ this comprehensive 
proposal. Lf the scheme is to be 
urged upou them for acceptance 
that will have to be done, not by 
deelamations of the alleged bless- 
ings of Government ownership in 
general, but by convincing demon- 
stration that Government awner- 
ship in this particular case is de- 
cidedly the lesser of two or more 
evils ‘

A correspondent culls attention 
to the case of a soldier’s wife 
whose patriotic fund allowance 
has been cut down from ten dollars 


per month to five, says he has read 
the original correspondence in the 
case, and is convineed that 
woinan is not being treated fairly, 
That is a case which the officials 
of the fund would do well to take 
up, investigate, and make some 
statement which would put the 
inatter clearly before the public. 
People are, and ought to be, deep- 
ly concerned that the dependents 
of the men at the front be dealt 
with in a way which can leave no 
feeling of injustice. Our obliga- 
tions to the soldier’s wife are as 
sacred as any obligation can be, 
For that reason a report of this 
kind, correct or not correct, must 
have a considerable ecffeet upon 
the disposition of the public  to- 
ward the fund when appeals are 
made for more contributions. Tt 
is better in such cases to take the 
public fully into confidence than 
to leave them to gather impres- 
sions otherwise. 


Nineteen years ago Canada 
gave to the people of Great Bri- 
tain the privilege of sending their 
products into Canada at twenty- 
five per cent, less duty than was 
charged on goods brought into 
Canada from any other country. 
There were no strings attached to 
that act of patriotic preference. 
Canada did not demand then that 
the people of Great Britain buy a 
preference in the Canadian market 


by imposing a tax upon them- 
selves for goods imported else. 
Where than from Canada. Two 


years ago the Borden Government 
increased by twenty-five per cent, 
the tax levied upon British goods 
imported into Canada; at a time 
when the British people were pour- 
ing out money like water to save 
the Empire from destruction and 
needed oversea markets for their 
goods as they had never needed 
them before. Now Sir Robert 
Borden is spending his time in 
England, giving his assistance to 
an attempt to impose a tariff upon 
the people of Great Britain in re- 
turn for preferential entry to the 
markets of the oversea Dominions. 
That looks unpleasantly like an 
attempt on the part of our Pre- 
mier to haggle with the sorely 
afflicted British people for a price 
for the restoration of the — privi- 
lege of sending British goods into 
Canada at the rate established 
nineteen years aga, At a time 
when the British Government has 
to go to a foreign country to bor- 
row money to save Canada from 
being pillaged by the Huns, Can- 
ada’s Premier ought to bé able to 
find some more creditable employ- 
ment than snisrepresenting his 
countrymen as a nation of heart- 
less ingrates who seek to drive a 
hard bargain with their all-saeri- 
ficing kinsmen for the restoration 
of the tariff privilege Canada 
freely gave them nineteen years 
ago and which Sir Robert Borden 
withdrew. 


ASK DEMOCRATIC

Tt aceuses them 
of visiting London, Paris, Petrograd 
and Berlin for the purpose of intrigu- 
ing aganst the government of Greece 
and quotes the words of the heir ap- 
parent, Prinee George, to his regi- 
ment on the eve of the Athenian ves- 
pers, “Don't leave a single Frenchman 
“vlive on Greek soll,"

stantine and all his dynasty, affirming 
that the monarchial system is impos- 
sible in Greeee, For the future 
urged a republic ay the only form of 
government in conformity with the 
national traditions of Greece and re- 
avesta the protecting powers to recog 
nize the Hellenic republic as soon as it 
is prochiinied by a constituent assem- 
bly.

He set about it in the way 
that hundreds of other big men have 
done, that is, he became «a sehool 
teacher and was engaged in this o¢- 
cupation for about three years before 
being admitted to the bar in 15586, 
From then on his rise was steady. He 
practiced law in Chicago, and in 1890 
became a member of the Illinois 
House of Representatives. From 
1896 to 1904 he was states attorney 
for Cook County, and then served two 
terms as.Governor of his state, guid- 
ing its affairs with a wise hand from 
1905 until 1918,
